Kinston, Ala,, September 6.——We 
are pleased to announce that the 
Kinston High School will open next 
Monday, September 12, A corps of 
teachers have been secured whieh 
will place this school on the accred- 
ited list with other high schools of 
this county. Those in charge of the 
school are as follows: 

High School Department—Prof. L. 
O. Kyzar, Prin., Mrs. Flora M, Pierce, 
Mrs, Johnnie Moore, Mrs, i, T, Brun- 
son, and a young man whose name 
has not been secured, 

The Blementary Department: Mrs. 
L. O. Kyzar, Mrs. D. C. Beckham, 
Mrs. Beasie Mae Stanley and Miss 
Coye Smith. 

This school will be divided into 
two terms and there will be an_en- 
trance fee for each term as follows: 

First, second and third grades, $1. 

Fourth, fifth & sixth grades, $1.50. 

All High School grades, $2.00. 

These entrance fees are lower than 
those charged by any high school in 
this section of the state, which is ac- 
credited to a gasoline tax levied in 
Kinston for the benefit.of the school. 

The high school grades of other 
schools near Kinston has been con- 
golidated with the Kinston school. 
School busses will carry these chil- 
dren from their respective schools to 
the Kinston school without charge 
for transportation. 

The County School Board and the 
local School Board are endeavoring 
to make this school one of the best 
schools in this section of the state. 
They are asking that the patrons of 
all schools interested, give their full 
ocoperation and help them in estab- 
lishing an accredited high school in 
this part of Coffee County, which will 
eliminate the necessity of sending 
children away from home to secure 
their high school diplomas, which will 
mean a large saving to the citizens of 
this section. They are endeavoring 
to give the poor boy and girl of the 
Southwest corner of the county the 
opportunity of attending an accred~- 
ited high school, wherein without the 
consolidation of the higher grades 
and transportation from his home 
locality, it would be impossible for 
him to attend high school.
